LATE FIRE; BIG LOSS. 


Four Story Structure at 2 to 10 
Wabash Avenue in Flames. 


DAMAGE PLACED AT $100,000 


and Causes Scare in Hotel. 


Fire which started at 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing in the four story building at 2 to 10 Wa- 
bash avenue did $100,000 damage. The part 
of the structure at 6 and 8 was practically 
destroyed and other portions suffered dam- 
age by water. 

Almost immediately after the first alarm 
was sent in a 2-11 and a special call followed. 
Notwithstanding the efforts of the firemen 
the flames soon burst through the roof, 
lighting up the entire downtown district and 
gending showers of sparks and embers over 
adjacent property. 

Before the firemen could check the flames 
they had spread into the liquor store of De- 
laney & Murphy at 10 and 12 Wabash avenue.

The building at 6 and 8, which was first 
burned, was occupied by the following con- 
cerns: 


First floor—Gail Borden Milk company. 

Second floor—O. & W. Thum & Co., fly paper. - 

Third and fourth floors—Enoch Morgan’s Sons 
company, manufacturers of soaps and washing 
powders. 

To the north of the building occupied by

The Cunningham hotel in Michigan ave- 
nue, which was the scene of a fite panic 
several years ago, was threatefied by the 
flames and all the occupants were awakened 
and told to hasten to the street.

the second floor, above the Borden's con- 
densed milk offices. It is supposed by the

China Assumes Bold Tone. 

_China’s communication states that she has 
troops at’ Mukden and other points in Man- 
churia, and, in case etther Russia or Japan 
desecrates the tombs or in other ways does 
injury to China, orders have been given 
the troops to vindicate ‘the honor of China 
and meet force with force. That China 
should send this communication at this time 
is regarded as extraordinary by the few 
persons who have kuowledge of what has 
taken place, and has made a profound im- 
pression. Even more extraordinary than 
the substance of the communication is its 
firm, almost defiant, tone. It is indicative 
that China is not to be an entirely negligible 
quantity in the war, that efforts have been 
made to stiffen China, and that she only 
awaits the moment when she feels certain 
Kussia will be defeated to transform her 
neutrality into active hostility against Rus- 
sia in an attempt to regain her political and 
military control of Manchuria. ae 
Japan, it is known, will assure China the

New Version of Original Hay. Note.

BERLIN, Feb._18.—The Prussian. Gazette, 
generally considered a government organ, 
announees that the diplomatic negotiations 
at Washington which led to Hay’s note to 
the powers did not exclusively deal with 
the recognition by them of Chinese neutral+ 
ity, but that the proposal was made by the 
American government that they. should 
make provisions for thedimitation of Russian 
action in the event of Japan being defeated. 
To this proposal Germany refused to agree, 
being unwilling to make any definite decla- 


ration or in ahy way pledge herself in such 


a contingency. 


Causes Surprise in Russia. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 18.—The infor- 
mation contained in press dispatches from 
Washington that Secretary Hay had an- 
nounced the negotiations in connection with 
his note to the powers on the subject of the 
integrity’ of China to be closed without 
awaiting Russia’s formal response came as 
a surprise to official circles here. 

An official of the foreigh office appeared to 
be nonplused at this unexpected conclusion 
to the American proposition, but he displayed 
no irritation, and said: 

“If this is true it has not changed the 
Russian program. Not to await Rugsia’s 
reply might, however, offend Russian sus- 
ceptibilities and tend still further to Increase 
the feeling already existing here in certain 
quarters that the United States is not friend- 
ly to Russia. 


Russia Is Embarrassed. 


“In this connection there is no doubt the } 


government feels ermnbarrassed by the desire 
of the United States to install consuls in the 
open ports of Manchuria immediately. The 
government does not like to be placed in the 
position of putting obstacles in the way, but 
that entire territory is now under military 
control, and these posts would be within the 
sphere of the war operations, Furthermore, 
trade is at a standstill at present, and the 
authorities cannot comprehend why Wash- 


/ington should press this matter now. None 


of the other powers is seeking to take im- 
mediate advantage of the privileges accorid- 
ed by the’ Japanese treaties. | 

‘“‘As far as concerns Port Dalny, to which 
place an American commercial agent has 
been appointed, the situation is even worse, 
as it is not impossible that the military au- 
thorities will soon request all foreigners to 
leave there.”’ 

The Russian reply to Secretary Hay’s note 
is practically ready and will-be handed to 
Ambassador McCormick in a day or two, and 
possibly tomorrow. It will be along the lines 
already indicated in these dispatches. 

In diplomatic circles here Secretary Hay’s 
action is considered a fine stroke of diplo- 
macy, as it is belleved that the note has 
brought out general acquiescence to the prin- 
ciple involved. 


Washington Explains Its Position. 

Washington, D. C., Feb, 18.—On Tuesday 
last a state department official said there 
would be no more notes exchanged at pres- 
ent relative to the neutralization of China, 
as the powers having accepted the general 
principle of neutralization the state depart- 
ment felt that chapter to be closed. This is 
evidently the information referreg to as caus- 
ing surprise in St. Petersburg official circles. 
Russia’s adherence to the principle of the 
Hay note was regarded several days ago as 
assured, although no formal response from 
the czar’s government had been received. 

England’s Answer Delayed. 

LONDON, Feb. 18.—It is learned that Great 
Britain’s tormal assent to Secretary Hay’s 
note on.

_ England Prepares for War.

LONDON, Feb. 19, 3a. m.—The papers this 
morning comment upen the activity which 
is seen at Woolwich and elsewhere in re- 
fitting the navy in preparation for any 
emergency. It is admitted that the manu- 
facturers of fixed ammunition have been 
working night shifts since Christ and 
that all the surplus obsolete war material 
on vessels at home and abroad is being re- 
placed as rapidly as possible.

Plan for Medical Examinations in the 
Schools Is Prepared by Trustee 
Hartung.

LESSON NO. 169.—What Domestic Science 
Can Do for Our Giris.—PART II. ‘ 


MONG the most important lessons to 
be learned are the true economic prin- 
ciples which enable one wisely to usé 
time, strength, and material. 

Perhaps the matter of food deserves 
first consideration, as that is the source of 
greatest waste imthe majority of homes. No 
one can set a limit upon the amount of money 
that should be expended for food except in her 
own family, but it is not asking too much 
of those who have the disbursement of the 
family fund—a fund usually obtained by 
strenuous effort on the part of the wage- 
earner—to learn how to make every dollar 
get its full equivalent in food value.‘ By food 
value is meant that which at the least price 
is best adapted to the needs of the eater, 
Given, then, a wise purchaser, the other and 
equally necessary factor in economical! liv- 
ing is a skilful cook. The German woman 
who knew and used eight different kinds of 
dumplings with her stews, thereby reducing 
her meat bill.to a minimum, was an artist. 

It might prove of interest to call a roll of 
any body of housekeepers to learn how 
many could classify the food which they 
daily serve to their families, how many could 


conditions, how many could detect symptoms 
of malnutrition and be able to correct the 
diet, hOw many could give the medicinal 
value of the vegetables and fruit in daily use, 
Let us hope that-our girls will learn all these 
things and much more. 


have always contended that bad cooking had 
‘more influence crime and discontent 
tham any other cause, and any measure 
‘which may improve the nutrition and the 
taste of the food we consume ought to be en- 
couraged. Bad cooking has provoked more 
|} domestic unhappiness and more divorces 
than any other cause. It has driven multl- 
tudes of men to the barroom and saloons, and 
- indigestion ie the basis of more immorality 
than original sin.’’ He ontosay: “It 
is important to train teachers for the work 
of educating the children of the public 
schools in the chemical sciences underlying 
everyday life.’’ 

Perhaps no words in the housekeeper’s vo- 
»cabulary are so oftem misused as “‘ frugal- 
ity’ and “ thrift,” being interpreted by the 
| majority of people as meaning stinginess and 
miserliness. Strange as it may at first ap- 
pear, these words, spoken in tones of con- 
tempt, are most frequently heard among the 


value of these qualities. While many house- 
keepers have not the moral courage to stop 
the “‘little leaks’ in housekeeping, our largest 
manufactories are giving us an object lesson 
by employing chemists and experts in manu- 
facturing processes to utilize materials that 
were formerly rejected and thrown away. 
They have learned that the acme of indus- 
trial economy its the profitable employment 
of every atom of material in whatever form 
it may be presented or however obtained. 
The most conspicuous and profitable have 
been in the utilization of by-products of coal, 
cotton seed, and food animals. 

It is impossible to measure, statistically, 
the tncrease of the wealth of the country 
created by turning to useful purposes the 
residues and wastes that were formerly 
thrown away, but the profit thus preserved 
is enormous and has resulted in reducing the 
cost of manufacture and consequently the 
price to the consumer of many of the neces- 
sities of life. Another woeful waste is that 
of time and strength in doing things that 
have no real value. Fortunately, the time 
has passed when, in the name of art, dec- 
orated snow shovels adorn the reception hall 
and bronzed rolling pins serve as ornaments 
for my lady's dressing table, but we still fa- 
vor darkened rooms, draperies and grill work, 
which invite mothe and germ laden dust, 
against which a never ending war must be 
waged. 

The Japanese women can teach us that 
simplicity in living is not necessarily in- 
artistic living. While they possess many arti- 
cles that would delight the heart of an Amer- 
ican woman, they, by no means, keep them 
constantly on exhibition. One by one they 
do duty as ornaments, thus keeping a fresh 
eupply and saving the daily care of all.

The mistress of a home, by virtue of being 
mistress, will wisely dispense with all 
accessories that do not add to the refinement, 
the culture, or the comfert of its énmates. 
A good motto ts that of William Morris: 
‘Fave nothing in your houses that you donot 
know to be useful or believe to be beauti- 
ful.” The preservation and perfection of 
health, with the consequent lengthening.of 
life, is due in latge measure to the practice 
of hygiene, a science that utilizes, for its pur- 
pose the advancement of all the sciences 
and nearly all the arts. Epidemics are no 
longer considered Gispensations of provi- 
dence, but thanks to such men as Pasteur 
an@ Koch the exact origin of contagion can 
often. be specified and the deaths of thousands 
prevented by proper care and precaution. 
** Hygiene is the science of life,”’ says Dr. 
Adrian De Garay, “and instruction in ft 
ought to be given by means of books, period- 
icals, museums, public speeches, and public 
schools.”’ 

He further says that the science might also 

be taught in its different branches in all 
grades of school, commencing with the use 
of small models, toys, and object lessons. 
These models should represent closets, sew- 
ers, houses, stoves, cesspools, desks, etc., 
and the walls of the schoolroom should be 
ornamented with pictures relating to objects 
of this character and with short texts of 
hygiene. To make it more emphatic, he sug- 
gests the offering of prizes to the cleanest 
and neatest children, and to those who best 
comply with the duties of school hygiene. . 

The social reformer sees much more than 
physical health in sanitation He sees that 
unsanitary physical conditions have their 
influence on mental and moral conditions: 
Lighting, ventilation, heating, and the water 
supply are subjects of interest to all. Mil- 
lions of housekeepers are subject to the perils 
of sweltering, illy ventilated kitchens. 
House warming began 3,000 years ago, but 
house cooling is of recent date, and is still 
almost unpracticed. 

Regarding the teaching of sanitation, Dr. 
Felix Oswald says: ‘‘In America alone the 
little sparks of 100,000 lives are yearly smoth- 
ered out by the ignorance of their mothers,” 

but to offset this we have the encouraging 

report that the mothers’ clubs are reducing 
‘the death rate by teaching that fresh air, 
wholesome food, pure water, and judicious 
exercise are imperative. 

The science of bacteriology, although so 
little understood by the average housekeep- 
er, is one of the most interestirfg and help- 
ful in its application to everyday work. 

That we are beginning to appreciate the 
value of domestic science for our girls is 
shown by the number of schools established 
for its teaching, and the work is constantly 
growing. From state university, with its 
fine equipment, to the small] rural schools, 
with toy dishes and tables, it is making its 
way. Miss Wren and Miss Stout of McLean 
county made the initial effort in the work 


for the country schools of Illinois, and now | — 
Winnebago comes forward with a’ country 


organization called the Girls’ Home Cultures 
club. What may we not expect from them? 
' The Federation of Women’s Clubs is giving 
some time to the study of domestic science, 
and through fts efforts some valuable 
schools have been established. In a large 
number of cities it forms a regular part of 
school work. As one branch of the work 
sewing is usualy taught, and that alone, if 
learned by all the girls who attend the pub- 
lic schools, would greatly assist the aboli- 
tion of poverty, for it is weH known that few 
women of the poorer class can make present- 
ani garments for themselves and their chil- 
ren. 

Let us educate our girls on broad lines, in 
art, in music, in Mterature, and in science. 
All these will help them to be a greater power 
in the home, but at the same time let us also 


give them lessons in practical home affairs. 


Let them have the full benefit of a training 
in domestic science. Let them feel the in- 
centive of responsibility in establishing and 
maintaining homes that shall be an honor 
to themselves and the cOmmunity. Let us 
give them the manual ability to meet the 
common industrial wants of the average 
home. We owe it to them to quicken their 
energies and to widen their opportunities so 
that they may influence all lives for good.

Radical! action is to be taken by the board 
of education to safeguard the health of the 
270,000 children attending the public schools 
as a result of the passage of the resolutions 
calling for the establishment of a thorough 
system of medical examination introduced 
by Dr. Henry Hartung at the meeting of the 
school board last Wednesday night. 

The rules prepared by Dr. Hartung make it 
the duty of every teacher and principal to 
report any insanitary conditions at their 
schools. Teachersand principals must report 
for medical examination any pupils they be- 
lieve physically defective, deformed, or 
affilcted with a functional disorder. The 
rules provide that the examinations shal! be 
made by a school medical inepector in the 
office of the principalfand under the latter's 
supervision. These examinations are limited 
to the following subjects: 

Eyes—Diseases of the conjunctiva and lachrymal 
apparatus, muscles of the eyeball, visual acuity, 
hypermetropia, myopia, astigmatism. 


Ears—External ear, auditory meatus, drum 


membrane, hearing, acute or chronic diseases of 
middle ear. 

Mouth and Pharynx—Defects of tongue, lips, 
palate, condition of teeth, hypertrophy of tonsils, 
pharyngitis, adenoids, granulations, etc. ' 

Nose—Acute or chronic rhinitis, nasal hyper- 
trophies, polypus, deflection of septum, etc. 

' Chest—Abnermal development, round shoulders, 
spinal defiection, diseases of thé heart and lungs. 

Skin—Acute or chronic affections, scabies, ped- 
iculosis, favus, etc. 

General Nutritional and Structural Disord 
Anemia, chronic headaches, glandular enlarge- 
ment, tuberculosis, deficiency of muscular de- 
velopment, nervousness, chorea, or any patho- 
logieal condition which may retard the pupil's 
growth or influence his progress in school work. 

It is provided that no examinations will 
be made which require the pupils to undress, 
except in Special cases, for which the tin- 
specting physician must secure the written 
consent of the parent or guardian. 

Principals are directed to inform parents 
of pupils examined and found suffering from 
some special disease or defect. The medical 
inspectors are to be paid not more than $50 
monthly for three hours’ work a day.

Had the divorce been secured in my 
court I would have the power to hold Be- 
secker for trial, but I regret that power 
is beyond me.” | 

Declares “Other Woman” a Myth. 

Besecker secured his divorce largely 
through a letter, written by his wife, in 
which she refused to live with him. Mrs. 
Besecker testified yesterday that she wrote 
the letter at her husband’s dictation. Sh 
agreed to the divorce, she said, because i 
was the only way to save her husband from 
prosecution by a mysterious “ other wom- 
an.” Besecker was to remarry her, she said, 
after getting rid of the “ other woman” by 
another divorce. Mrs. Besecker testified 
that the “ other woman ’’ was a myth. Mrs. 
Besecker lives at 748 Spaulding avenue. 

“I suggested to him that he let me get 
the diveres and alimony,” said Mrs. Be- 
secker. ‘‘He answered that it would not 
do. He tyes I would be put on the stand 
and made to tell the truth and that the 
lawyers would get the whole story out cf 
Then I consented to his plan.”
